TheTSTale Election. 

It will Tje repWliered that, ati.>tbe 
last general election the local GoT^i-ii- 
ment and their "Silent Brigade" made 
desperate effort Jto elect their candi- 
dates.' (^Mr. Ohisholm) against the 
People's candidate ^Mr. Dewdney) for 
the Yale-Kootenay District. It •will 
be remembered, too, how inglorious 
was the defeat of the former — 15 votes; 
t^98, if our inomory serves us. Mr. 
Dewdney, feeling couviuccil that there 
was undue interference on the part of 
the local Administration, moved in 
Parliament "for copies of any Tele- 
grams and Correspondeueo between 
tho Dominion Government and the 
Beturniug Officer of the Yale and 
Kooteuay District; also between tho 
Local Government, or any member 
thereof, or any other parlies and tlie 
Dominion Government, with reference 
to the last election in tho Yale and 
Kootenay District." Tlio Ileturns are 
Jjefore us, and they show that the 
local Government did interfere in tlml 
election, Mr, Beaven having taken 
upon himself to telegraph to the Cana- 
dian Prender,. asking him to telegraph 
instructiohs to'the Betorning OfUcer 
bidding . Hnii extend the time for 
said eleqtion. Fortunately Mr., Mac- 
kenzie h'eiidrtoo high a sense of propriety 
to'coux^tcnaii<!e such tin indecent at- 
tempt" onthB part of a Provincial Gov- 
ernment to interfere with Federal elec- 
tions. It must h^ve been extremely 
humiliating to'the Pro-nncial ' Govern- 
ment to find tbatafter all their*efiforts, 
to wit ; j\Ir. DeCosmos coarse and cow- 
ardly attack on Mr. Dewdney, his let- 
tsrs imploring gentlemen in the Dis- 
trict to work and vote for INIr. Chis- 
holm, the most censurable attempt to 
induce the Canadian Premier to inter- 
fere with tho Heturuiug Ofliccr, and 
"lastly ami most leastly" tho .slieavcs 
of letters written to electors by mem- 
bers of the "Silent Brigade," — we say, 
after all, it must have been extremely 
humiliating to the Government to iind 
their candidate jjolling so few votes.

Iiandsand Works Depart- 
ment 



The suspicion that all is not right in 
this important Department is fast ri- 
pening into fixed conviction. It is 
now nearly a year sineo Mr. George 
Baker publicly charged tho Chief Com- 
missioner with dealing imi)roperly 
with tenders and uttering positive un- 
truth in order to cover up hispeccadil- 
■ loes. Since that many circumstances 
have oome to light but too well calcu- 
lated to produce the painful convic- 
tion that Mr. Baker's case was by no 
me^ans a solitary instance of systema- 
€c. misdoing. In truth, the whole 
story is told in the general fact that 
contractors have lost all confidence in 
the Department and many of them de- 
clare plainly that it is perfectly use- 
less to tender tor public works, so 
satisfied are they that only a favored 
few have any chance of success. There 
is an impression in contracting circles 
that if one who is not a friend of tho 
Government does happen to get aeon- 
tract, it will bo made worthless or worse 
to him by means of severe inspection 
and extreme rendering of the specili- 
cations; whereas, on the other liand, 
if a friend takes one at a losing rate, it 
will Ijo made profitable to liiin liy 
means of blind inspection and lenient 
interpretation of speeifications^ It 
would In) obviouHly unfair to hang tlio 
Chief Commissioner no|mere im2)ross 
ions; but where there is so much smoke 
it seems roasomible to conclude that 
there must be some lire, and there lias 
been bo much more than smoke that it 
is really no longer possible to cover it 
up with the blanket of Charity. When

According to the "GenMan G azei to, ' 
it is feared in Berlin military circles 
that England will interpose dillicul- 
ties'in tlio way of restricting tho em- 
ployment of this class of missile, and 
ivill do HO as a matter of business so 
dear to the English heart, or, us a 
paragrapbist expands^tbe idea, "her 
representatives will, as in tho past, be 
instructed to use tho groatc^st precau- 
tion, so that any iinpruveiuent in wea- 
pons of war be notlicmnied, esjieeially 
:is I'higland, with due regard to the 
laws of humanity, is comi)elle(l not to 
neglct tho advantages ofl'ered to her 
for the tlovelo|)ment of lier commerce 
by industry and invention." It is a 
good thing for humanity, under th(^ 
circumstances, that all these improve- 
ments in missile weapons h^ve, ■ partly 
by keeping the combatants wide i- 
a])art, tended materially to reduce the 
cost of victories in tlieir most costly 
elements — huinau life and sutVering. 
Tiie Freneli A\'ar OlHco has worked out 
tho statistics of this question, and the 
following are some of tho results: At 
the battle of Priedland the French lost 
fourteen ]ier cent, and the lliissians 
thirty per cent, of tlieir tro(i]is, and at 
Wagvani t)io Froiieli lost thirteen ])er 
cent, and the Austrians fourtc^uu pi'r 
cent. At Moscow tho i''roncli lo;;t 
thirty-three per cent, and the Uussians 
forty-four ])ercent. Again, at AValer- 
loo, the h'rencli lost thirty-si.\ ])er 
cent, and tiie allies thirty' jier cent, of 
their forces engaged. Forty years 
later, when the new weapons were em- 
ployed, the loss of tho French at Mag- 
enta was seven per cent., that of tho 
Austrians the same. At Solferiuo tho 
French and tho Sardinians sulVered a 
loss often per cent., and the Austri- 
ans of only eight per cent. 

A Mn. LiNKiJAW, of North Carolina, 
a strict Methodist and a man of exeniij- 
lary deportment in all r(\spects but 
one^ was recently indicted on tho 
charge of disturbing religious worship. 
It seems that this Mr. Linkbaw be- 
lieves that singing is singing, and that 
it is his duty to worsliip God by sing- 
ing in tho congregation. He Ijclieves 
in congregational singing. Natiu'o has 
gifted him with an enormous larynx, 
and hence h^is vocalization is friglit- 
fullj' ponderous. When be sings no- 
body else Can with any hope of even 
hearing himself. Brother -Liukhaw 
drowns all the other voices in the 
charms of his own melody. Ho sings 
but (jue tune, and this h^e always com- 
]ioses as ho siiiL^s it. And then bc'-has 
the way of coming out about ono line 
behind the other singers, and afford- 
ing the congregaticni the pleasure of a 
sweet interlude wiiile the choii' are 
taking breatli. In all this h<^ ■ is per- 
fectly conscientious and sincere, and 
can't be budged an inch from the even 
tenor of bis way. Sing be must, no 
matter what happens. When Brother 
Linkhaw sings some of the people get 
mad and otliers roar with laughter. 
He was linally indicted as a dii-.turber 
of religious worshij). Tlio jury con- 
victed him; but tbe judge, coming to 
liis rescuc,set aside the verdict, remark- 
ing tliat 'it would seem that tite de- 
fendant is a proper subject for the 
discipline of his church, but not for 
the discipline of tho courts."

ROAD TAX QUESTION.

I ain fortimnto enough to oc- 
cujjy the first floor of tlio Hotel Holz- 
luann, which is next door, and I was 
just going to dinner at the Ourhaus 
when the movoment of the crowd 
showed that tho Prince's carriage was 
coming out. The very moment the 
horses had emerged from tho gardens 
iiit'j tho street, a man wearing a 
priest's dross, whom I had iilruady ob- 
served since the last hour as. walking 
backwards and forwards before the 
house, Htei)pe<l forward in front of tho 
horses, making a deoii bow and thus 
compelling a stoppage. At tliat very 
instant a short young man, of ordinary 
appearance, about 22 years of age, 
rushed out of the crowd towards tho 
ojien carriage and fii-ed olTa pistol just 
as tho I'riuco was raising his right 
baud to his hat to bow to tlio people. 
The shot, passing between the hand 
and forehead, hardly an inch from 
the temple, grazed his Highness' Avrist. 
For ftii inslaiil Prince Hismark was 
seen as if falling backwards, and tho 
cry '-lie is dead!" came from some 
horror-struck lips. But in an instant 
tho Prince got out of the carriage and 
walked into the house supported by 
Bome by.standers. Meanwhile the c -bwd 
was pouncing ujiou the would-be 
murderer, who after trj'iiig to escape, 
was wildly defending himself and 
seriously struck one gentleman — a 
Herr Lodorer, first tenor cf tho Dar- 
mstadt Opera — on the hand, this gen- 
tleman with a Doctor Herbert, M. D., 
from Hamburg, having first collared 
him. .\h to the jn'iesl ho had before 
this managed to disappear entirely. 

Presently deafening cheers from the 
crowd showed that Prince Bismarck, 
whoso wound in tho the meantime had 
boon subjected to medical examina- 
tion, had aiipeared on the balcony. I 
saw the stately form of the Chancel- 
lor, with his wrist bound ujd, which he 
smilingly extended to show he was 
iKjt much hurt, and before nn liour 
had elajiscd the Cliancellor again got 
into his carriage, accomiiauieJ by 
Count Pappeuheini, tho Bad-Commis- 
sar of this watering place, in order to 
have a personal interview with Kull- 
niann, the young man who fired the 
shot. KuUman is a carpenter from 
the neighbourhood of !Magdelnirg,and, 
on being hard pressed, in his lirst ter- 
ror and confusion, is said to Lave con- 
fessed to being a member of a religi- 
ous Pouiish society, a hundred mem- 
bers of which had pledged themselves 
to take Bismarck's life on acoouut of 
his opposition to Popery and Jesnit- 
istn. The priest who had stopped tlie 
carriage, it was afterwards ascertain- 
ed, had rusheil back to the station, 
taking the 2 o'clock train to Schwciu- 
f urt, where he was immediately arrest- 
e.l on tho platform. After some geii- 
tlonien from Kissiiigen, wlio followed 
him by tlio next triiin, bad recognized 
bull, ho aidciiowlcdged himself to l)e 
tho^man wlio stejiiuid before t hor- 
ses, but uvci red tins to havo been ac- 
cidental, and declaied ignorance con- 
cerning Kuliuann. It has been, how- 
over, since jn-ovcd that this priest, 
svlio coiiirslroni near Kiifstoiii, 111 Up- 
per Bavaria, and Kulmiuui had a con- 
vcrsation early ill the lUMi-ning, near 
tho railway station, just after the for- 
mer's arrival from S(diwoiiifurt by tlie 
lirst train. However, all these points 
must be left to be (dearod up l)y the 
tribunals. All that can now intori'st 
your readers aro tho events of 
yesterday in Kissingen itself. Such 
crowds before the Prince's house, such 
icnots of excited men, women, (diild- 
ren, each giving his or her version of 
the story, 1 believe have never been 
here seen before. 

liie moral of this whole story points 
to one fact, and that is the immense 
popularity ot Bismarck, even here in 
Catholic Bavaria, fm- siudi ];e r.felt 
entiiusiasm has but few parallel.,. 

The service jierfiu'ined 111 the ]-iVaiige- 
lieal Cliurcii at 7 o'eloidc p. ui,, in o;-- 
..lor to thank Godjor His merciful pro- 
tection of the Prince, was attended by 
a croAvd so large as scarcely to 
find room inthochurch; oven the stairs 
outside were tilled with a devout crowd. 
Tho Princess P)isiiii;rck', with her 
tliuigliter, and son tJoiint llerlicrt, at- 
tended the service, and not only the 
eyes of the wife and children.but those 
of many others were moist with tears 
as the clergyman oxptitiated on tlie 
mourning that would at that hour have 
fulleii over tho land had tho attempt 
suc(!eeded. Tiio clergyman was most, 
careful to say that all ujnight Catho- 
lics .diared with the people their indig- 
nation at tliis attempt, 

In till' evening a grand toivdiliglit 
procession, with chorus aud band, 
wended its way like an army of iiie- 
llios across the bridge on "the lUver 
Saale to tho Clmncollor's rosidonce, 
playing and singing with frantic en- 
thusiiisni the well-known notes of tho 
■■ W'aclit !im IMiein," ^\'heII the long 
|jrn,:o.;sion hud finally settled itsidf in 
soiuo order before tin; balcony of the 
( ;haiiceUor a profusion of red' Bengal 
lights was suddenly lighted, and il- 
lumed tho densely-packed crowd and 
all tho neighbouring sceiio with a red 
ndlox. Tn the midst of this tho win- 
dow of the Cliauceilor'H balcony opiui- 
ed, and, grand and stately, Bismarck 
] Blood before UB. The hurrahs which 



at that moment deafened me I can nev- 
er forgot, Englishman though I am, 

aud accustomed to' hoar my Sovereign 
and her children cljeered. In tho 
midst of these acclamations Bismarck 
himself made a sign tliat ho wished to 
speak, and then, clear and distinct 
with a ringing roico'ttiat caused every"' 
word to reach a Uujulredjynrd.^aii',..he 
uttered the ,fpU,o\xin^,)yord9. which .be? 
lore this reaches ^'Su have-bfeoom* '^ fa- ^ 
mous : 

"Gentlomon, — I thank you for your 
sympathy. Thank God' with me, 
whoso hand has so evidently shielded 
nio. To say anothoc word on the sub- 
ject is not suitable for mo. It must bo 
left to tho judgment of tho Judges. 
This, liowevor, I may add— that tho 
blow which was hurled against me was 
not dealt against my person, but against 
the causo to which I havo devoted mj;i. 
lifo— tho unity, independence, and ' 
liberty of Germany; and if I had been 
c(.uiipelled to dio for thig groat cauao, 
what would it have been more than 
bus happened to thpusands oi our,; 
countrymen, who three ye^ra back left' 
their blood and life on the battl-jfield'? 
The great w(jrk, howiever, that v,-ith 
my weak powers I have begun to help 
in will not bo destroyed by such means 
as those from which God to-day so 
graciously protected mo. It -will be' 
accomplished through the strength of 
LliG united German people. In the 
lio])e of this I piuy you to join with 
me in a cheer tor tlio united German 
people and their allied Princes." 

As he concluded these words he 
raised his hat high^ttloftjjond renewed- 
thunders of cheers atose, affer 'whicV 
acclamations wcro made for tho Prin- 
cess aud lierc]iildren,towhic]i she and 
lior diuigliter most amiably responded 
by repealed bows. After this a popular 
ijorman qna'rtett was sung, at the 
conclusion of which Prinoo Bis.u^arck 
again ajipenrcd and proposed ' "the 
iienlth of tho King of Bavaria.
